To Start March 1 

Collection Is Timed 
With Spring House 
Cleaning 

Spring Scrap Collection begins 
on March 1, and continues through 
April 30. Timely as it is with 
spring housecleaning. victory gar- 
dening and Spring planting for 
farmers, the Spring collection will 
prove an impetus for suburban 
residents to dispose of every scrap 
of metal that is not actually 
needed for the maintenance of 
efficiency. 

The War Production Board has 
asked for a collection of 13,000.000 
tons of scrap during the six 
months' period ending June 30. Of 
this total amount. Pennsylvania 
has been asked to collect over a 
million and a half tons, or 23 per- 
cent Of the total tonnage needed to 
keep our steel mills in operation 
on war contiacts throughout the 
summer months. 

Pennsylvania's 67 counties have 
been asked to supply enough scrap 
for the building of 131 war ves- 
sels, a" challenge to the record of 
salvage- that Pennsylvania has al- 
ready made. 

Warren R. Roberts, chairman of 
tin; Advisory Committee on Sal- 
vage in Pennsylvania, speaking in 
Harrisburg, said, "I think when 
the roll of states is called at the 
conclusion of this collection, Penn- 
sylvania again will be found at 
the top.''

I' S. Navy; Corporal Ed- 
ward T. Dixon and Private first 
class Francis J. Dixon. 

Today. I here is sadness in the 
house. Word has been received by 
the boys' father and mother and 
sister, Mrs. Robert A. Murray, that 
John is missing in action. 

Only the formal telegram has 
been received. No details or ex- 
planations. 

Just about a month ago John 
whs home for two days. He had been 
on convoy duty for some months 
(ben and knew that he would 
probably go out again as soon as 
he went back to his boat, but he 
didn't know where he would be 
sent, and the Dixons haven't heard 
from him since. 

After his training period, the 
Navy sent John to the far corners 
of the world. On one trip he went 
to Scotland, another to Murmansk, 
Russia, and Archangel; later he 
went to Iceland and on the trip he 
had just finished when he was 
home in January, he had been to 
Newfoundland. 

While he was home, he spoke, at 
the request of Mrs. Eugene Davis, 
to a large assembly of her students 
at the Overbrook Elementary 
School.

Business Council Solicitor Cites Four Examples 
Where Increases Are Recommended; Claims 
It Would Be An Injustice At This Time; Letter 
Is Sent To Councilman Carr 

In a six-page letter denouncing the attempt to increase the 
tax burden of merchants during wartime, John E. Flynn, solicitor for 
the Narberth Business Council, gave four examples this week where 
assessment increases ranging from \2Vi to 65 percent have been 
recommended for business properties. 

His letter was addressed to Henry 
P. Carr, chairman of the finance 
committee of the Borough of Nar- 
berth. 

The solicitor for the Business 
Council took strong exception to 
the methods employed in trying to 
raise assessments of business prop- 
erties. He referred to a meeting 
attended by representatives of Bor- 
ough Council, the School Board, the 
tax collector and the assessor. 

"It seems to me that at a meeting 
of such importance it might have 
been advisabe to have called in 
some representatives of the taxing 
public. Certainly when it became 
obvious that the entire tax struc- 
ture of the business area was to be 
over-turned, it would at least have 
been wise to consult with some of 
the representatives of the business 
area." 

The Business Council's solicitor 
referred to a letter he received 
frsm Carr: 

"Certainly anyone who has been 
at all concerned with the levying 
of taxes or the assessment of prop-

(Co'i/i'iicd from Page One) 
undoubtedly be more limited. Of 
necessity their profits must be less. 
Any such increase in taxation can- 
not help but do them an injustice. 
None of them complain about doing 
their utmost in the present emer- 
gency, bu\ they do seriously com- 
plain about being taken advantage 
of when no necessity for it exists." 
Solicitor Flynn gave the case his- 
tory of the following four proper- 
ties on which assessment increases 
have been recommended to the 
Montgomery County Board for the 
Revision and Assessment of Taxes." 

1. Max's Market, 227-229 Haver- 
ford av. 

This property had been con- 
tinually assessed at $8,000.00 from 
1934 up to and including 1942. Dur- 
ing that time there have been three 
different Assessors in Narberth. 
You will also note that although 
nine years passed, no allowance 
was ever made for depreciation. 
Suddenly in 1943 the^alue JB^.. 
raised to $9,000,00, or ,;an^ increase ■• 
of 12 '-jl. The building had in no 
way been improved and no reason 
appears for such an increase. 

2. The White property, 222 Hav- 
erford av. 

In 1932, when the present As- 
sessor was also functioning as As- 
sessor, this property was assessed 
by him as being then worth $13,- 
500.00. 

In 1934, the County Commission- 
ers employed Thomas K. Obcr, 3rd, 
a Civil Engineer, to make a sur- 
vey of the business areas of 
Narberth, for assessment purposes. 
I am advised that Mr. Ober had 
likewise been used for the same 
purposes in other parts of the 
County. I am likewise advised that 
he spent over a month in the Nar- 
berth business area. He measured 
the lots and buildings, considered 
the types of buildings, their use, 
the value of the land and the de- 
preciation of the buildings. I have 
before me both his work sheets and 
a summary of his work covering 
some seventy properties. He placed 
a then value on the property of 
$23,850.00, or on a 50% assessment 
basis; an assessment of $11,925.00 
would have been justified. 

Eight years later this same prop- 
erty, in 1942, was being assessed 
at $11,000.00. Considering the de- 
preciation, this value does not seem 
out of line. 

In 1943, however, the assessment 
was increased to $18,000.00. an in- 
crease of over 65% in one year al- 
though no improvements justified 
the increase. 

S. The Davis property, 224-226 
Haverford av. 

From 1932 to 1939 three ap- 
praisers, the present appraiser be- 
ing one, assessed this property at 
$8400.00. In 1939 .borne improve- 
ments were made And in 1940 the 
assessment was increased to $9,- 
000.00. This increase would appear 
to be justified by the improvements 
that were made: 

In 1943, although there had been 
no further improvements, the as- 
sessment was increased $12,000.00, 
or an increase of 331-3%. 

4. The Ricklin property, 203-205 
Haverford av. 

The history of this assessment is 
likewise interesting. After the new 
store -m* built ltl 1941, the assess- 
ment >*» set at $10,000.00. This 
figure wm arrived at, niaiby guess- 
work, hut by the intelligent action 
of thtf Board of Assessment. I am 
advised that they visited Narberth, 
inspected the premises, took pic- 
tures of it, cubed the building and 
finally after careful consideration, 
assessed it k% $10,000.00. That was 
about tw» ifcars ago. This year, 
although m Jrtitldlng had not been 
improved, the assessment was in- 
creased py M%. 



Lt. Peter Page 
Dies In Action 

Autocar Head Gets 
Word Of Son's 
Death In Pacific 

Second Lieutenant Peter Mayo 
Page, 23, of the U. S. Marine tor- 
pedo plane forces, has been killed 
in action in the Southwest Pacific. 

Word of his death, without any 
explanatory details, was received 
Saturday afternoon by his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert P. Page, Jr., 
200 Golf View rd., Ardmore. His 
death was the tirst, so far as Is 
positively known, among more than 
600 Autocar men now in service. 
His father is president of the Auto- 
car Company, Ardmore. 

Lieutenant Page was born in 
Wellesley Hills, Mass. He was still 
a small boy when his father was 
elected president of the Autocar 
Company and the family moved to 
Ardmore. He was graduated from 
the Haverford School In 1937 and 
from Princeton University in 1941. 

From his early years, Peter Page 
revealed an outstanding proficiency 
in athletics and later concentrated 
particularly on golf. He became 
one of the best known amateur 
golfers in the east. At Princeton, 
he was a member of the university 
Kolf team for three years and es- 
tablished a unique record when he 
was elected its eaptain in his 
junior year and again in his senior 
year, the first man ever to captain 
two Princeton golf teams. He was 
president of the National Intercol- 
legiate Golf Association, which in- 
cluded all collegiate golfers, and 
captain of the All-Eastern Inter- 
collegiate team in 1941. 

Lieutenant Page enlisted as a 
Naval Air Corps cadet in Novem- 
ber, 1941. and started his training 
at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 
Two months later he was sent to 
Pensacola and then to Miami, 
where he got his wings in August, 
1942. His rating was so high that 
he was immediately assigned to the 
Marines and, after additional train- 
ing in dive bombing, he was trans- 
ferred to a torpedo squadron. He 
came home on leave last Septem- 
ber and then went to San Diego, 
Cal., where he completed training 
in torpedo tactics. He left there 
with his squadron, late in Decem- 
ber, for the Southwest Pacific. 

He is survived by his parents 
and by two brothers. Lieutenant 
Robert P. Page, 3rd, U. S. N., and 
Lieutenant Page, of the Ordnance 
Branch of the Army.

WEEKLY NEWS LETTER 
TO YOU WHO LIVE AND BUY IN NARBERTH 

For the housewife there may be many pitfalls ahead in a changing war 
world. But to the housewife who is willing to think ahead, many pennies may 
be saved and the safety of her family protected. 
Here are a few OPA hints for the week: 

To avoid registering canned goods many housewives are attempting to 
transfer food from commercial cans into glass jars. OPA warns it is danger- 
ous and may result in food poisoning. 

Unessential frills on shoes have been eliminated by order of WPB which 
also limited the height of heels on women's shoes, and restricted colors to 
black, white, army russet and town brown. Shoes to be discontinued include 
men's" patent leather, men's sandals, men's and women's spiked golf shoes and 
women's formal evening slippers. 

Prices of foods under OPA control since May rose six percent from 
December 15 to January 1 2 to a level of 1.8 percent above last May. Prices 
of uncontrolled foods (about 10 percent of the family food bill) decreased 
2.3 percent and now stand 27.2 percent above the May level. This is the first 
declirre in prices of uncontrolled foods since May. 

Ice cream cones cannot be sold for more than the highest price charged 
by the store in March 1942. The same ruling applies to dixie cups and other 
packaged i<-e cream. 

Don't think that the attendant at the filling station is neglecting his 
old time courtesy if he asks' to see your gasoline ration book, checks the 
windshield sticker and the license plate before beginning to pump the gas. 
He is only doing his patriotic duty in carrying out the provisions of the ration- 
ing regulations for safeguarding your mileage ration from misuse. 

Within the next two or three months, price control will be extended to 
most fresh vegetables, one of the last remaining items on the average family's, 
budget not yet under the price curb. Price ceilings have already been placed 
on white potatoes and onions as well as on canned and dried vegetables.
